Although service car drivers in 
St. Louis paid a total of more than 
$104,000 in 1937 to the service car 
operating organization, dominated 
by “Ted” Cronin, in premiums on 
liability and property damage insur- 
ance, the insurance company—Trav- 
elers’ Mutual Casualty Co. of Des 
Moines, Ia.—received $64,000 in 
gross premiums on this kind of in- 
surance in Missouri in 1937, a dif- 
ference of $40,000, 


Examination of records at City 
Hall disclosed a contract between 
the legally non-existent United Serv- 
ice Car Co. and the Travelers’ Mu- 
tual providing for a minimum an- 
nual premium of $10,000, a differ- 
ence of $94,000. 

Service car drivers, each of whom 
pays $20.50 a month for insurance, 
have told the Post-Dispatch they 
do not know what company in- 
sured them, they never saw. the 
blanket policy and that all requests 
for information on insurance were 
refused by Cronin and Harry J. 
Cantwell, service car drivers’ attor- 
ney. 

George Olmsted, president of the 
insurance company, reached by 
telephone at his Des Moines*office, 
declined to discuss the insurance 
without the permission of the policy 
holders. He referred the reporter 
to Cantwell, who also refused to dis- 
cuss insurance, 

Insurance Began in 1936. 

Tt was learned at City Hall that 
the Travelers’ Mutual Casualty Co. 
insurance for St. Louis service cars 
began in 1936, 

Last Saturday State Auditor For- 
rest Smith summoned Cronin, Cant- 
well and two of their associates in 
the service car operation to explain 
why they had not filed State in- 
come tax reports for 1936 and 1937. 
Returns for 1938 are not due until 
next month. 

Cantwell, Cronin, Lawrence J. 
Catanzaro, who is vice-president of 
Parkalot and a union business 
agent, and W. H. Schubert, secre- 
tary of Parkalot and of the Serv- 
ice Car Drivers’ Union, paid their 
1934 and 1935 State income tax at 
City Hall today. They promised to 
file returns for 1936 and 1937 im- 
mediately, it was stated. 

A purported copy of the present 
blanket policy, on file in the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers, 
states that the insurance covers 
service car drivers to whom a re- 
ceipt has been issuéd by the United 
Service Car Co., “a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under the 
statutes of the State of Missouri.” 
The contract became effective last 
May 1, four months after the char- 
ter of the United Service Car Co. 
Was revoked by the Secretary of 
State of Missouri for failure to fiie 
82 annual report and pay a reg- 
istration fee. 

Drivers Must Be in Union.’ 

Drivers eligible for the insur- 
afce, the copy states, must be mem- 
bers in good standing of Local 408, 
the service car drivers union, of 
Which Cronin is business agent. 
Coverage, good only when the pol- 
ley holders are operating as serv- 
ice drivers on established routes, 

not exceed $2500 for the in- 
or death of one person, 
in the injury or death of two or 
more in one accident, and a maxi- 
mum of $1000 property damage. 

Receipt holders appoint the Unit- 
ed Service Car Co. as their agent, 
and the Travelers’ Mutual author- 
izes the United Service Car Co. “to 
Teceive notice of accidents, suits 
and claims, and premiums, to be 
forwarded to the home office at 
Des Moines, Is.,” the copy states. 
No liability extends to the United 

ce Car Co., under the contract.

TY WILL FIGHT — 


REORGANIZATION 
PLAN OFS 00 


Counselor Wayman An- 
nounces That, as Pre- 


ferred Stockholder It Will 
Resist’ Proposal. 


The plan of reorganization of the 
Public Service Co., recently made 
public, apparently was blocked to- 
day with announcement by City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman that 
the city, as a preferred stockholder 
in the corporation, would oppose 


the plan. 

Under the Chandler Act, the new 
Federal bankruptcy law, approval 
of a majority of the holders of each 
class of stock would be required to 
make the plan effective. Wayman 
pointed out that the city, C. A. 
Tilles, who also is opposing the 
plan, and persons who have given 
powers of attorney to Tilles, to- 
gether constituted a majority of 
the preferred stockholders. 

The city will not give power of 
attorney to Tilles but will act for it- 
self in opposition to the proposal, 
should the plan be filed in Federal 
Court, Wayman told reporters. W. 
L. Hemingway, president of the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co., and chairman of the Reor- 
ganization Committee which pre- 
pared the plan, when informed 
by a Post-Dispatch. reporter of 
Wayman’s announcement, declared 
that the plan would be presented to 
the court. 

Tilles recently called on Wayman 
to discuss the situation. Wayman 
said the opposition would be on the 
same grounds as those discussed at 
a hearing last week before the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. The city, he added, had 
heard nothing from the reorganiz- 
ers since that session. 

Heminway, on the other hand, 
said the committee had received no 
counter suggestion from the city as 
to a satisfactory plan. In spite of 
the provision of the Chandler act 
as to approval of stockholders, he 
asserted that terms of the law gave 
the Court considerable authority 
and the Judge might have some 
latitude as to approval in spite of 
the opposition of the city and the 
Tilles group. 

It had seemed to the reorganizers 
that any plan which made some 
provision for sto-’:holders of a 
concern in the financial condition 
of the Public Service Co. should be 
acceptable, Hemingway declared. 
He said the plan had not been tak- 
en up with the common stockhold- 
ers generally, but that those in that 
group whom the committee had 
talked had indicated approval. All 
the secured and unsecured cred- 
itors had approved the plan and 
the matter was one for the stock- 
holders now, Hemingway added.

BILL MAKES A FELONY USE 
OF STRAW PARTY TO DEFRAUD 


Measure Applying to Real Estate 
Deals Offered in House by Crain 
of Webster Groves. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.— 


Use of straw parties in real estate 
transactions with the intent to de- 
fraud is declared to be a felony un- 
der a bill introduced in the House 


today by Representative Hartwell 
Crain of Webster Groves. 

The measure contains an emer- 
gency clause, which would make it 
effective immediately after it had 
been passed by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor. 

The bill states that the emer- 
gency results from “the fact that 
recently in the State of Missouri 
many persons and corporations 
have been defrauded by the use of 
straw parties in real estate trans- 
actions, and that there is no ade- 
quate law in the State for the pro- 
tection of the welfare of the peo- 
ple” from that condition, 

The proposed punishment is six 
months in jail or five years in the 
State penitentiary, a fine of $100, 
or both fine and imprisonment.

F. N..Ecker Tells Federal 
Committee Fifth of U. S. 
Population Has Policies 
in Metropolitan. 


HAS $2,000,000 
A DAY TO INVEST 


Gives Assets as $4,942,- 
000,000 Making It Sec- 
ond Largest Financial 
Organization in World.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Freder- 
ick N. Ecker, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co., testified 
this morning before the temporary 
National Economic Committee that 


one-half of the population of St. 


Louis carried policies in his con- 
cern, 

“In other words,” he said, “every 
other man, woman and child whom 
you meet on the streets of St. 
Louis is insured by the Metropoli- 
tan.” 

The witness had just stated that 
Metropolitan policyholders through- 
out the country totaled between 
28%, and 29 millions, or one-fifth 
of the entire population. 

“Our business is chiefly in cit- 
ies,” he continued, “and our pol- 
icyholders constitute about one- 
third of the urban population. In 
St. Louis the proportion rises to 
one-half.” 

Ecker, in a tone of pride, related 
that his concern had grown from 
assets of $176,000,000 in 1906 to as- 
sets of $4,942,000,000 in 1938. That 
imeans that the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co, is the second largest 
financial organization in the world, 
being surpassed only by the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. 

Invests $2,000,000 a Day. 

The Metropolitan’s investments, 
declared Ecker, total about $700,- 
000,000 a year, or nearly $2,000,000 a 
day. This is the first authoritative 
figure on the topic, and doubles 
previous popular estimates, under 
which Ecker was famous as “the 
man who has $1,000,000 a day to 
invest.” 

In 1937, the witness stated, his 
company wrote new business 
amounting to $2,393,000,000, while in 
1938 the figure was $1,818,000,000. 

The Metropolitan, he said, wrote 
life insurance in every State except 
Texas, Nevada, Wyoming, Arizona 
and New Mexico. In these com- 
monwealths, he agreed, it probably 
did a real estate business in city 
and farm property. Industrial in- 
surance, said Ecker, accounted for 
about 23,000,000 of its policies, the 
other 5,000,000 being for ordinary 
life and group insurance. 

The witness insisted that under 
the law the policyholders of a mu- 
tualized company like the Metropol- 
itan controlled its management 
through the franchise; and that in 
addition, if any abuses arise, the 
policyholders might complain to a 
State Insurance Commission and 
obtain redress. 

Policyholders’ Rights. 

Gerhard Gesell, counsel for the 
Security and Exchange Commission, 
in charge of the first Federal in- 
vestigation of insurance in Ameri- 
can history, pointed out that this 
represents a veto rather than a di- 
rect influence on management. 
Ecker replied that policyholders 
were also privileged to complain 
to company officials by mail, and 
constantly did so. 

Ecker defended the gigantic stat- 
ure of his company by saying that 
larger volume of business meant 
decreased overhead, and that great- 
er volume of investment meant in- 
creased diversification. 

“We have more than 100,000 sepa- 
rate investments,” he declared, “No 
private person could protect his in- 
vestments to anything like that ex- 
tent, I remember when the Metro- 
politan wouldn’t venture to put 
more than $10,000 into one issue. 
Now the figure is $10,000,000. The 
units of investment have. grown 
with the development of the coun- 
try. In 1906 Federal expenditures 
were $565,000,000. In 1937 they were 
more than eight billions.” 

Ecker was pressed to state his 
opinion as to whether mutual in- 
surance was cheaper than insur- 
ance written by stock companies, 
and finally answered: “Competi- 
tion forces stock insurance compa- 
nies to come very close to meeting 
the rates of mutual companies.” 
Resourceful Agents. 3 
He was asked whether the Metro- 
politan’s agents do not use as a 
se’-ing point the fact that it is a 
mutual enterprise. 
“All our field men,” he said, “are 
under specific directions to make no 
invidious comparisons against other 
companies.” Then he admitted: 
“Our agents are very resourceful 
and like to put their best foot for-

Others, Given More Balanced Menu 
by Students, Thrive in Diet 


BOUNTIFUL, Utah, Feb. 7. — 
Eleven white rats are teaching pu- 
pils in the West Bountiful School 
proper habits of diet.

Civilian refugees were 
sent to shelters in the interior of 
France. Both troops and civilians 
were being maintained by the 
French Government at a daily cost 
of about 10 francs (26 cents) a 
person. 

Albert Sarraut, French Minister 
of the Interior, said France could 
not offer asylum to members of 
the Spanish Government as long 
as they pursued the civil war. 

No Asylum for Cabinet, 
“France will shelter the _ ref- 
ugees,” he said, “but not members 
of the Government which has not 
resigned.” 

Many members of the Govern- 
ment, however, were on French soil 
on diplomatic passports, ostensibly 
on various missions. 

Spanish troops were pouring 
across the border—and giving up 
their arms to French guards—at 
the rate of nearly 6000 an hour. All 
frontier posts were jammed by 
long lines. 

Most of the soldiers, weary from 
the month and a half of Franco's 
Catalonian offensive, were un- 
shaven. Some, however, still 
shouted “On to Valencia”—refer- 
ring to their Ebro campaign which 
diverted the insurgent drive on 
Valencia last summer. 


Along the mountain road between 
Le Perthus and Le Boulou French 
mobile guards stood at 25-yard in- 
tervals, shepherding the flocks of 
refugees, while more than 100 
units of the French army's motor 
cycle machine gun corps patrolled 
the frontier zone. 


All French peasant and village 
families in the border zone were 
warned to keep their children in- 
doors until the retreat 
because of the large number of 
unexploded hand grenades thrown 
away.

SUPREME COURT REFUSES . 
REHEARING IN DWYER CASE 


Had Ruled Mayor Dickmann Was 
Without Authority to Ap- 
point City Treasurer. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.— 
A motion for rehearing of the case 
in which the Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled last Dec. 20 that Mayor 
Dickmann of St. Louis was with- 
out legal authority to appoint John 
J. Dwyer to fill a’ vacancy’ in the 
office of City Treasurer, caused by 
the death of Henry C. Manne, was 
overruled by the Court today. 


The Court slightly modified one 
paragraph of the opinion relating 
to its ruling that the word “coun- 
ty” as. used in the general State 
law applicable to County Treasurer 
should be construed to include the 
city of St. Louis. The modification 
oe not alter the effect of the opin- 
on, 

In the ruling last December, the 
Court held Dwyer, who had been 
appointed in September, was hold- 
ing the office without legal author- 
ity and directed his ouster, in a 
friendly test pfoceeding that had 
been instituted by Attorney-Gener- 
al McKittrick at the request of city 
officials. The Court also held the 
office was an elective one and not 
appointive. Dwyer took over the 
office last Jan. 1, however, by vir- 
tue of his election as City Treas- 
urer in the election last Novy. 8.

The provisional writs are return- 
able to the court en banc in 30 days. 
After Judge Sartorius files his re 
turn, the court will docket the cases 
for hearing as to whether the writs 
shall be made absolute. 
Judge Sartorius entered his or- 
der Sept. 19 last, removing Caul- 
field as co-trustee of the company, 
former investment affiliate of the 
First National Bank, which is the 
other trustee. The ground stated 
for the Judge’s action was that 
Caulfield accepted a $10,000 fee 
from the bank without approval of 
the court, in addition to his fixed 
compensation of $500 a month. The 
Judge named Leo G. Desobry to 
succeed Caulfield as co-trustee. 
Judge Sartorius removed the com- 
mittee for alleged failure to safe- 
guard interests of the certificate 
holders, and named a new commit- 
ee.

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MISSOURI HOUSING 
BILLS ARE PERFECTED 


Amendments Designed to 
Cripple or Defeat Measures 
Are Voted Down. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—The 
Missouri Housing bills to enable 
cities and counties of the State to 
co-operate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in establishing slum clear- 
ance projects and providing low 
rent sanitary housing, were perfect- 
ed by the House today by substan- 
tial majorities, indicating the meas- 
ures will be passed by the lower 

chamber with little difficulty. 

Representative David Hess of St. 
Louis, who is handling the bills in 
the House, said he would call them 
up for final passage early next 
week. They will then go to the 
Senate, where they are expected to 
face stiffer opposition. 

Support From St. Louis. 

The measures are supported 
chiefly by the St. Louis city ad- 
ministration, although they would 
enable any county, or cities of 
more than 10,000 population, to es- 
tablish housing authorities with 
broad powers to condemn slum 
areas and to construct modern 
mass housing facilities. Most of 
the funds for the work would be 
lent by the Federal Government at 
a low interest rate under an ar- 
rangement which permits the hous- 
ing authorities to retain some of 
the money in the form of a sub- 
sidy. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann of 
St. Louis has informed the Legis- 
lature that if the bills are passed 
four or five housing centers would 
be established in the near down- 
town area in St. Louis, involving 
the expenditure of between $16,- 
000,000 and $20,000,000 in Federal 
funds. 

In perfecting the measures, the 
House voted down numerous 
amendments which ould have crip- 
pled or defeated the purpose of 
the legislation. 

Bills Assailed as “Socialistic.” 


-Morgan County characterized the 
mass housing projects as a “Social- 
istic scheme,” and offered an 
amendment which would hake the 
housing properties subject to taxa- 
tion. If passed, this amendment 
would have virtually killed the bills, 
as the necessity of paying taxes 
would result in sharply increasing 
the rent to be chadged, and there- 
by making it impossible for persons 
of small incomes to live in the 
housing centers. 

The measures provide, however, 
that the housing authorities may 
contribute to the cities or counties 
fer certain improvements or ser- 
vices in an amount not more than 
the last aggregate tax levy on the 
property acquired. An amendment 
offered by Representative W. O. 
Hanks of Joplin, which would have 

uired such contributions, was 
defeated, 

Hanks offered five other amend- 
ments, including one which would 
have denied the housing authority 
the right to acquire slum property 
by eminent domain. -All were voted

Only 28 Japanese beetles were 
caught last year in the 14,897 traps 
set throughout St. Louis by the 
WPA and the State Department of 
Agriculture in a campaign to 
eradicate the pests, found in a 
highly-localized infestation here 
five years ago. 

Sponsors of the program are 
quick to point out that the familiar 
green metal-and-gl ss devices in 
yards and parks—not intended to 
capture all the beetles in the neigh- 
borhood—indicate the presence of 
large numbers that are attacked in 
other ways. However, they are a 
respectable weapon in the fight 
against heavy concentration. 

A report on the campaign, made 
recently by State Entomologist J. 
Carl Dawson to WPA officials, 
shows that since control efforts 
were started in 1934, the number 
of the insects has been greatly 
reduced. ~. the first year 2600 
traps caught 1351 beetles; in 1937 
14,000 traps got only one. Dawson 
isn’t sure why the catch jumped 
up last year but thinks some 
beetles came in on freight cars 
from the Hast, where the infesta- 
‘tion was particularly bad. 

The :work will go forward this 
year under a $42,914 WPA grant 
recently approved. To this will be 
added a $14,993 contribution by the 
Missouri Department of Agricul- 


ture, which described the Japanese 
beetle in a bulletin as “the most 
important insect pest issue ever 
faced by our State.” 

Since the campaign started, the 
two agencies have spent $182,688, 
WPA providing $124,159 of the 
amount. 

Watching the traps, even though 
there hasn’t been much in them for 
two years, is a considerable task.

Dawson points out in his report 
that from 65 to 75 men are needed 
to inspect the traps and that as 
many as 100 laborers are employed 
when the ground-treating is under- 
way.

To employ these 3,000,000 people 
at the prevailing average monthly 
cost of $61 will require an expen- 
diture of $366,000,000. 

This will leave $359,000,000 for the 
months, April, May and June.

Commenting on Judge’s

Gov. Stark refused to comment 
in detail yesterday afternoon on 
Judge Seiver’s charge to the grand 
jury, but referred briefly to that 
portion of the charge which obvi- 
ously was directed at him. 

“There has been no improper 
use of the Highway Patrol so far 
as I know,” the Governor said, “or 
of state-owned automobiles. I have 
used my personal car when on 
personal business and have paid for 
the gasoline for it out of my own 
pocket, and much of the time for 
the State car which is at my dis- 
posal. 

“Not only that,” the Governor 
added, “but I have paid for most 
of the running expenses of the 
Executive Mansion out of my own 
pocket for several months.” 

There was considerable specula-

Home from a campaign of sev- 
eral months in the land “down un- 
der” the trio returned to St. Louis 
this week happy and considerably 
richer for their venture, with a 
record of seven victories in nine 
fights for the two battlers. 

So successful was the trip that 
Wilsman plans to return next Au- 
gust or September with a team of 
American fighters assembled at the 
request of the Stadium, Ltd., a con- 
cern which operates fight arenas 
in Melbourne, Sydney and Bris- 
bane. 

Allen fought four fights while 
abroad and won three of them, de- 
feating Fred Henneberry, former 
Australian champion, on a techni- 
cal knockout in eight rounds, 
knocking out Jimmy Purcell in six 
and Max Raynor in five. 

Kid Irish, Alton featherweight, 
beat Joe Hall on a decision in 12 
rounds after a fight that had the 
stadium fans standing up on chairs. 
He floored Hall three times but 
couldn’t keep him down, Wilsman 
relates. Irish won twice on fouls 
from Max Richards and knocked 
out Speedy Cabanello from Manila. 
His defeat was a knockout by 
Mickey Miller, the featherweight 
champion of Australia. 

Allen Beats Henneberry. 

“Allen was in good form and 
they liked him out there,’ Wilsman 
said today. “He had himself solid 
by two victories over Purcell and 
Henneberry and the big Stadium 
which seats 14,000, was packed for 
his fight with Henneberry. 
“Henneberry had been champion 
but lost to Ron Richards when he 
fainted in the ring and could not 
continue. Richards was regarded 
as champion when Matthews fought 
Henneberry. Allen battered Fred 
so badly they stopped the fight. 
“His losing match with Jimmy 
McNamee was an accident. In the 
very first round, Allen received a 
sock in the eye that puffed it up 
and closed it. It was tight shut, 
and handicapped Allen badly. I 
decided to slit the ‘mouse’ with a 
scalpel to relieve the swelling of 
congested blood, in the third round. 
“The club physician protested, 
and presently, when the eye cut 
began to bleed he became nervous, 
and appealed to the police, who 
control all fights in Australia, to 
stop it. 

Police Stop Fight. 
“They did so, and Matthews lost 
his bout on a TKO.” 
What did the Australians 
Matthews for his fights? 
“We received expenses to Aus- 
tralia and back, to begin with,” 
Wilsman answered. “They gave 
each fighter a guarantee on his 
first appearance, After that it was 
a 25 per cent cut for Matthews 
every time he appeared. He really 
went to town with the fans over 
there.” 
“What about returning there?” 
“7 don’t know whether I'll take 
Allen back or not,” observed Wils- 
man, “They haven't many top- 
notch fighters over there. There 
are no good light-heavies or heavy- 
weights. Ambrose Palmer, former 
champion, is all washed up and re- 
tired with a fortune of §75,000. 
There isn't any Australian for 
Matthews to battle. 
“However, I'm commissioned by 
the Stadiums company to bring 
back ‘at least three white fighters, 
two feathers and one middleweight.

He has the 
best fighter I saw in Australia, 
an amateur named Liam Wilson. 
He’s too young to turn pro; they 
have an 18-year-old age minimum. 
He’s about ready to go and you will 
hear from this lad. He's just chain 
lightning. 

“Dunleavy’s a queer one. He 
trains and helps professionals, but 
won't take money from them. He 
says it would ‘professionalize’ him 
to do that! 

“Our wrestlers are going to town 
over there. Ray Steele, Detton, 
Lopez and a lot of whiskers boys 
are wowing the country—same 
stuff as in the United States. 

“And here’s the funniest one of all: 
Remember Tod Morgan? Although 
all washed up in the U. &., he’s light- 
weight champion of Austrlia! He’s 
located in Perth and evidently is 
making his home there, as he has 
his family there.” 

Wilsman, Allen and Irish will 
rest up before resuming their fight 
campaign here.

HORNING SAYS 
GULFSTREAM IS 
TO BE REOPENED

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. Feb. 7.— 
Gulfstream Park, $1,400,000 horse 
track which opened with the big- 
gest racing crowd in Florida’s his- 
tory and closed after four days, will 
reopen shortly if its youthful presi- 


dent has his way. 

John C, Horning, 28-year-old con- 
tractor who started building the 
plant for others and took it over 
as his own project when the orig- 
inal backers dropped it, said the 
first announcement that the 40-day 
meeting was canceled was incor- 
rect. John L, Letendre, managing 
director, made the statement, 

“We are arranging to reopen in 
a few days—as soon as possible,” 
Horning said. “While the first an- 
nouncement was that the meeting 
had been canceled, it really was 
nothing more than a _ postpone- 
ment.” 

Meanwhile, the veil of mystery 
that first surrounded the sudden 
closing was lifted slightly. An as- 
sociate of Horning’s explained that 
the “mutuel bankroll,” about $60,000 
which was hauled to the track in 
an armored car each day for use 
in the betting windows, was with- 
drawn. 

“The money wasn’t ours; it was 
arranged for,” said Horning. “I 
knew nothing about the withdrawal 
until 11:30 o’clock yesterday. Nat- 
urally, we couldn’t obtain so large 
an amount of cash on. such short 
notice, so our races had to be tem- 
porarily postponed.” 

The Miami Herald said Harry I, 
Fink, Miami Beach hotel owner, 
stated he withdrew $45,000 of the 
bankroll he posted “to protect my 
money.” He said his arrangement

JAPAN LITTLE WORRIED 
OVER GUAM DEFENSES 


Navy Minister Says Fortifying 
of Island So Far Away 
Would Weaken wv. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKYO, Feb. 7.—Naval Minister 
Admiral Mitsumasa Yonai told the 
Diet today that fortification of the 
American island of Guam would 
weaken United States defense in 
the Pacific and added that the Jap- 
anese navy attached no importance 
to reports this was being consid- 
ered, 

Admiral Yonai said in answer to 
a question: 

“Presently there is no reason for 
tension between Japan and the 
United States. It is a gros mis- 
understanding to believe that the 


United States has aggressive de-| 


signs upon Japan. However, to 
erect a fortress at a spot so far 
from a country is bound to weake:: 
that country’s defenses. 

“So, if the United States fortify 
Guam, all we can say is that we 
will feel sorry for the United States. 
Under the circumstances the navy 
is not attaching much importance 
to the Guam issue.” 

The statement closely resembled 
that made by Foreign Minister Koki 
Hirota to the 1938 Parliament when 
questioned about reported Ameri- 
can plans to strengthen Aleutian 
and Hawaiian Island defenses. 

The phrase “feel sorry” was said 
by. Japanese to mean this nation 
would regret if the United States 
felt it necessary to increase Pacific 
armament but that no threat was 
implied. 

Washington reports have related 
recommendation by naval and mili- 
tary leaders that Guam, 1500 miles 
from Japan, be fortified.

FINANCIAL REGULATION 
FOR RAILS PROPOSED 


Roosevelt Sees Senators on 
Trade Commission Bills to 
Tighten Up Structures.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Chair- 
man Wheeler of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee said 
after a White House conference to- 
day the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission had “tentatively agreed” on 
legislation to “tighten up on the 
financial structures” of the _ rail- 
roads. 

Wheeler said this legislation, to 
supplement railroad aid legislation 
recommended by a presidential 
committee of six, was discussed 
with President Roosevelt. 

Wheeler would not disclose de- 
tails of the ICC proposal, but said 
they related to financial practices, 
facts about which were recently in- 
vestigated by the commission and 
a Senate subcommittee. When the 
new bills are completed, Wheeler 
said he would introduce them and 
they would be considered along 


with measures already pending in 
both houses.

ARABS ROW AMONG SELVES 
AT LONDON CONFERENCE 


Chamberlain Urges Them to Seek Peace by 


Personal Contact, but They Refuse to Sit 
With Jewish Delegates. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain urged Arab dele- 
gates to the Palestine conferences 
today to settle their long fight with 
the Jews “by personal contact,” the 
method he has pursued in seeking 


European appeasement with Pre- 
miers Hitler and Mussolini. 

Opening the conferences at St. 
James’ Palace with a welcoming 
oe ig to the Arabs, Chamberlain 

“My policy is one of peace. You 
will be aware that my particular 
method of approach to peace is 
through understanding and the first 
essential step to understanding is 
personal contact.” 

Addressing the Arabs represent- 
ing the exiled Grand Mufti of Jeru. 
salem, who quarreled among them- 
selves and refused to sit in the 
same room with the Jewish repre- 
sentatives, the Premier said that 
Britain was “seeking a wise settle 
ment of the present difficulties 
which will safeguard the rights ana 
position of the Arabs (who oppose 
Jewish immigration) in Palestine.” 

In a second address, to assembled 
Jewish delegates, Chamberlain paid 
tribute to the “discipline and re- 
straint which was shown generally 
by the Jewish communiy during the 
period of extreme difficulty and 
danger in Palestine.” He also re- 
peated the objects of the confer- 
ence, as outlined to the Arabs. 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of New 
York and Chaim Weizmann, presi- 
dent of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation, answered for the Jewish 
delegation. 

Rabbi Wise reminded Chamber- 
lain of America’s interest in the 
Balfour declaration, an utterance 
of the British Foreign Secretary 
Arthur Balfour on Nov. 2, 1917, 
which pledged the British Govern- 
ment to the “establishment in Pal- 
estine of a national home for the 
Jewish people.” 

“Such a policy has found: support 
from the American people, whose 
Presidents, notably Woodrow Wil- 
son in 1918 and President Roosevelt 
on a recent occasion, voiced their 
own and the American people’s 
sympathy with the noble undertak- 
ing of your Government to facili- 
tate the establishment of a Jew- 
ish national home in Palestine,” he 
said, 

Palestine Killings Continue. 
Meanwhile two Jews were killed 
and 55 Arabs were arrested in Pal- 
estine after Arab demonstrations 
against British control. The Jews 
were, killed during attacks on set- 
tlements in Haifa and Galilee. 

The carefully guarded Arab dele- 
gates were ushered into St. James’ 
Palace by one entrance; the Jews 
by another for their welcome, which 


followed that to the Arabs. At no 
time were the two groups permitted 
to meet. 

The Grand Nutfti’s delegates, in 
a dispute over representation, pre- 
vailed upon the opposition Arab Na- 
tional Defense Party delegation to 
withdraw. 

Chamberlain indicated Britain’s 
policy was one of compromise by 
telling the Arabs: “It is a task of 
statesmanship when faced by what 
may appear to be a deadlock be- 
tween two peoples to achieve com- 
promise on the basis of justice.” 

He thanked representatives from 
Egypt, Iraq and other Eastern 
states for attending because “this 
task is difficult no doubt, but sure- 
ly not beyond the capacity of our 
united powers.” 

The Arabs, dressed in white silk 
robes and headdress touched with 
gold, were told they could put for- 
ward any proposals they liked. 

Refers to League Mandate. 


Chamberlain said the Govern- 
ment, aware of its obligations un- 
der the League mandate, had a 
duty to Parliament, to members of 
the League of Nations and to the 
United States. 

A treaty between the United 
States and Britain, signed Dec. 3, 
1924, recognizes American rights in 
Palestine and provides that the 
United States should be consulted 
before any modification of Britain’s 
Palestine mandate from the League 
of Nations. 

After deploring the fighting 
which has cost about 3000 lives in 
83 months, Chamberlain told the 
Arabs that “these discussions are 
to be full, frank and free. . . But 
let us concentrate on the realities 
of the present situation... en- 
deavoring to appreciate each other's 
point of view.” 

Both Arabs and Jews opposed 

the abandoned partition scheme, by 
which Britain had planned to di- 
vide Palestine, with each group 
having its own section, 
Even before the three weeks of 
meetings began there was specula- 
tion not on their outcome but on 
what Britain would do when they 
ended. Failing agreement here, the 
British may take over complete ad- 
ministration of the Holy Land and 
ask for Arab support for a united 
states of Arabia. 

Plan for Autonomous Cantons. 


Under this plan Palestine would 
be divided into two autonomous can- 
tons, each having an autonomous 
Government and the right to con- 
trol immigration in its own area. 
Both Cantons would be linked to a 
Federal Government under Brit- 
ish mandate. 

The two antonomous states would 
then be associated with other Arab 
states represented at the confer- 


ence in an Arab federation.

Cardenas and Aids Confer on In- 
demnities on Oil.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 7.—Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas was re- 
ported authoritatively to have con- 
ferred with heads of the Mexican 
Petroleum Department yesterday 
concerning payment of indemnities 
to foreign oil companies whose 
properties were expropriated last 
March 18. 

The conference was regarded as 
2 preliminary to anticipated direct 
conversations between Cardenas 
and Donald Richberg, former NRA 
Administrator, who has been re- 
tained as counsel for some of the 
American companies taken over by 
the Government. 

Reports of a meeting between 
Cardenas and Richberg within the 
next few weeks have circulated 
since the recent conference between 
President Roosevelt and Mexican 
Ambassador Francisco Castilla Na- 
jera in Washington. 

It was understood the Govern- 
ment was planning to deliver to the 
expropriated companies for sale 
abroad a large portion of Mexico’s 
oil output. 

Reports that the Cardenas ad- 
ministration was having difficulty 
in disposing of products received 
in barter sales to Germany have 
led to belief the Government was 
eager to work out an arrangement 
with the expropriated companies. 

The fact that the United States’ 
silver purchase agreement expires 
in June was looked on as another 
powerful factor in hastening nego- 
tiations. Silver is one of the chief 
bases of Mexican economy, and the 
United States is the biggest buyer 
of the metal from Mexico.

IN WRANGELL ISLAND DISPUTE 


State Department Discloses This in 
Publishing Dotuments Dat- 
ing to 1923.

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THE MAHARAJA OF BARODA. 

The death yesterday of Sayaji Rao III, the 
Maharaja of Baroda, marks the passing of a 
potentate who in his 63-year reign is said to have 
done more than any other Indian ruler for the down- 
trodden masses of that ancient country. He came 
to the throne in true Arabian Nights manner after 
the deposing of a tyrant in 1875. Court officials, 
seeking someone of royal blood for the throne, 
were told that an humble peasant, Kashi Rao, not 
only was of royal blood but had four promising 
young sons. Sayaji, 12 years old and the second 
oldest of the four, seemed quite acceptable to the 
committee, although he was unlettered. After eight 
years under a regent, he became the absolute ruler 
of Baroda, a community about the size of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The Maharaja was the third richest Prince of In- 
dia, wore a jewel-encrusted sword valued at $1,200,- 
000, got salutes from silver cannon trimmed in gold, 
and had absolute power. He used this power be- 
nevolently and became a practical reformer. His 
efforts to improve the social, moral and economic 
conditions of his people first drew attention in 1893, 
when he. introduced compulsory education, at that 
time unheard of in all India. He backed this up 
by establishing libraries in even the remotest vili- 
lages. His hardest fight was that waged for abolition 
of the externals of caste restrictions. It succeeded 
only in a limited degree, but this result cost him no 
prestige even among the higher castes. As he ex- 
pressed it once, “Race hatred, narrow nationalism 
and greed throw all into chaos.” In his death, the 
people of Baroda have lost a real champion. 
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Lieutenant-General Rickey will not go to Brooklyn, 
but will stay here in St. Louis with the Cardinals.

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OUR SCRAP IRON SHORTAGE. : 
A case is made, in the article under the cartoon 
today, against American sale of war materials to the 
militarist nations. Another warning along the same 
line was issued yesterday by Emory B. Smith of San 
Francisco, engineer and former commissioner of the 
War Industries Board. He asserts that export sales 
have stripped the United States of scrap iron, a 
necessity of national defense. 
Mr. Smith describes this commodity as one that 
“holds jointly with fuel oil and coal the power of 
war or peace.” Yet, he adds, 12,000,000 tons of scrap 
have been sold abroad in the last five years, of which 
7,500,000 have gone to Japan. 
These sales, of course, are on a wholly different 
basis from the French plane deals. They deplete a 
national resource, which would have to be replaced 
by newly mined iron, at a cost three or four times 
that of scrap, in the event of war. Plane manufac- 
turers will give American orders the right of way 
as soon as our defense program is enacted, but thus 
far no such safeguard exists for the scrap iron 
supply.

OR the first time in years, national se- 
curity has become an issue in the Unit- 
ed States.

But even 
while such plans go into operation, we stead- 
ily continue to export to the rest of the 
world—and principally to the Fascist Pow- 
ers—munitions and machinery for making 
munitions which are nearly as efficient as 
our own—and much more efficient than the 
products of these countries themselves. As 
long as we do this, we can know no real se- 
curity. 

Such exports are regulated, and surpris- 
ingly enough by the same army and navy 
which clamors for more armaments at home. 
A few of the more recent designs for army 
and navy equipment are withheld for a cer- 
tain length of time, but the manufacturers 
are encouraged to export the general run of 
their products. The services are somewhat 
inconsistent in their vetoes: planes having 
a cruising range of 2000 miles may not be 
sold to Japan, but machine tools and alloyed 
metals for building planes with a cruising 
range equal to that of our best models may 
be exported. And in spite of the money 


spent on anti-espionage, foreign inspectors 
supervising work on orders for their coun- 
tries have access to plants where highly con- 
fidential production is under way for our 
own use.

“And the fact that we don’t hear 


from women ag ‘from men about 
discrimination in employment on 
account of age, makes the unem- 
ployed middle-aged woman no less 
the concern and responsibility of a 
women's organization with an al- 
truistic purpose,” said Mrs. Nancy 
Sampson Hatch, field secretary and 
organizer for Altrusa Internatiénal. 

“Women seem to be able to pick 
up the pieces in cases of economic 
wreck better than men,” she went 
on, “We don’t hear of as many 
women as men bankrupts jumping 
out of windows. Maybe that is be- 
cause the higher we rise, the hard- 
er we fall, and women may not 
have risen so high. Nevertheless, 
we know that 90 per cent of em- 
ployed women are supporting de- 
pendents. However lowly their 
status, when these meet economic 
erises it is just as much a catastro- 
phe to them. I have in mind an- 
other large percentage of women 
who had not borne the burden of 
supporting dependents, but who; 
when their husbands failed, put 
their shoulders to the wheel, cap- 
italized some resource or talent 
and carried on. 


“Because the middle-aged woman 
out of a job is not so often the one 
to complain, is all the more reason 
we ought to lend her a helping 
hand,” declared Mrs. Hatch who, 
white haired, vibrant, represents a 
body of successful women and is 
herself the antithesis of a woman 
out of a job. She had just com- 
pleted a tour of the South and after 
lunching and dining with St. Louis 
Altrusans, was starting on a tour 
of the West, organizing new units 
of Altrusa and visiting existing 
clubs, the tour to end with the na- 
tional convention at Portland, Ore., 
July 5-8. 


Altrusa is one of those “classi- 
fied” organizations, drawing its 
memberships from women in execu- 
tive positions, women owning their 
own businesses or women practic- 
ing a profession, each member rep- 
resentative of one line of work in 
a community. 


“Altrusa,” said Mrs, Hatch, “was 
the very first of the civic and serv- 
ice clubs to take up vocational 
guidance as a major activity. That 
was in 1924, long before Rotary or 
any other service club adopted the 
project. To this day every Altru- 
san pledges herself to at least one 
piece of guidance work among the 
young. She may adopt an ap- 
prentice and train her in her own
